; The Investigative Staff of the House Appropriations Committee has been 
requested to conduct an inquiry to determine whether the National Teacher 
Corps exceeded their appropriation authority. 


During the course of this inquiry, captioned individual, who was born 
January 15, 1909, in Kentucky, was contacted (by two Bureau agents assigned 
to the Investigative Staff, Coy M. Ivy and W. Dana Carson) to determine the 
nature of her duties with the National Teacher Corps. During this contact, 
Mrs. Johnson volunteered the following information: 


She has been an elementary school teacher in the public school system of 
Chicago, Illinois; however, in 1961 she resigned this position to become 
principal of the University of Islam, 5343 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois. 


In 1957, she visited Ghana in connection with a meeting on the "Experiment 

of Living." In 1960, she again visited ‘Ghana in connection with a conference 
on "Women of Africa and African Descent." While in Ghana at°this time she 

and seven other individuals were invited to visit Russia by the Soviet Woman's 
Committee. According to Mrs. Johnson, she accepted this invitation and 
stayed five weeks in Russia travelling all over that country at the expense 

of the Russian Government. 


In 1962, she again attended a conference in Ghana entitled "World Without A 
Bomb." 

In 1965, she attended the opening of the Volta River Dam and her expenses 
for this trip were paid for by the Ghana Government. At that time she also 
visited Nigeria at the invitation of that Government. 


Mrs. Johnson, at the time of this interview on September 7, 1966, was 
associated with the National Teacher Corps as an experienced teacher. In 
this capacity she is assigned as a team leader to head a team of about four 
teacher-interns for the purpose of guiding these interns in working with 
disadvantaged children, It is noted that according to the provisions of the 
Higher Education Act of 1965, Title 5, Part B, which established the National 
Teacher Corps, "a member of the Teacher Corps shall be deemed not to be a 
Federal eniployee."

In January, 1957, a source advised that Elijah 
Muhammad has described his organization on a nationwide 
basis as the "Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of 
Islam." : 


On April 29, 1966, a second source advised that 
Elijah Muhammad is the national leader of the Nation of 
Islam (NOI); Muhammad's Temple of Islam No, 2, 5335 South 
Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national head- 
quarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, Muhammad and other 
NOI officials, when referring to Muhammad‘s organization 
on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" 
or "Temple" when men tioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of 
Islan," 


.The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the 
wilderness of North America by eStablishing an independent 
black nation in the United States, Members following 
Muhammad's teachings and his interpretation of the "Koran" 
believe there is no such thing.as a Negro; that the so- 
called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to 
as "white devils,” in the United States; and that the white 
race, because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, 
must and will be destroyed in the approaching “War of 
Armageddon," 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including Muhammad, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States.

A source advised on May 11, 1966, that the African 
American Heritage Association (AAHA) with headquarters at 306 
East 43rd Street, Chicago, Illinois, was known as the Afro- 
American Heritage Association until February, 1961. It was 
founded by ISHMAEL FLORY around 1958 and incorporated in the 
State of Illinois as a non-profit organization. It was founded 
ostensibly for the purpose of teaching African history and 
culture to American Negroes. AAHA is strongly influenced by 
the Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. It is represented by 
both communist and non-communist members, and some people with 
strong Negro nationalistic tendencies. This organization 
reflects CP policy on some issues and opposes CP policy on 
others; for example, the CP rejects the concept of Afro-American 
as a reference term to the American Negro and rejects aspects — 
of nationalism, both of which are reflected in the AAHA program. 
FLORY is a member of the CP of Illinois and theoretically under 
the discipline of the CP. He is the guiding force in AAHA and 
controls policy and decisions in AAHA. 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, Chairman, CP of Illinois, is a 
friend of ISHMAEL FLORY. LIGHTFOOT and other CP representatives 
eccasionally are featured at AAHA affairs.

A second source advised on May 11, 1966, that in 1962 
the CP worked with FLORY to organize AAHA Chapt ers under the 
leadership of CP members. The aim of this program included the 
reactivation of ex-CP members and recruitmen’ now CD members. 
This program was never successful and hecamo cefunct in 1963. 


Since 1963, the south side area of the CP of {llinois 
has been regularly holding CP meetings at AAHA headquarters. 
Many South Side CP members currently are members of AAHA and 
participate in AAHA affairs. The South Side CP groups cooperate 
in some AAHA affairs, especially in affairs dealing with the 
Negro rights movement.

The CWP continued with no national affiliation 
until September, 1956, when a "reorganization and name change took 
place," and it became known as the "Women's Peace and Unity Club" | 
(WPUC). The reason given for this "reorganization and name change" 
was that the CWP had been formed to end the Korean War, and since 
that war was over and there was a “measure of peace in the world," 
women's interests were more centered on such issues as civil rights, 
desegregated and better schools, juvenile delinquency, equal 
opportunities, housing and cost of living. Source advised that the 
only actual "reorganization" of the CWP was the change of its name 
to WPUC. 


A second source advised in Octcber, 1956, that the 
Communist Party (CP), Fllinois-Indiana District, had ordered the 
dissolution of the CWP because it no longer served the purpose of 
the Party since it was a "left-wing" peace group. Though the CWP 
refused to dissolve and chose to continue in the form of the WPUC, 
it continues to be a "communist front organization" whose policies 
and activities are directed by CP members. 


A third source advised on May 18, 1966, that the WPUC, 
as of that date, continued to operate in the Chicago area as a 
peace organization under the direction and control of CP members 
and its objectives continued to be the same.

American Heritage Association {AAHA), Yacated at 416 West 
83rd Street, Chicago, Illinois, was known as the Afro-American 
Heritage Association until February, 1961, It was founded 
by ISHMAEL FLORY around 1958 anc incorperateda in the State 
of [Illinois as a non-profit organization, It was founded 
ostensibly for the purpose of teaching African history and 
culture to American Negroes, AAHA is strongly influenced by 
the Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. It is represented by 
both communist and non-communist members and some people 
with strong Negro nationalistic tendencies, This organization 
reflects CP policy on some issues and opposes CP policy on 
others; for example, the CP rejects the concept of Afro- 
American as a reference term to the American Negro and rejects 
aspects of nationalism, both of which are reflected in the AAHA 
program. FLORY is a member of the CP of Yllinois ana theoretically 
under the discipline of the CP, He is the guiding force in 
AAHA and controls policy and decisions in AAHA, CP representatives 
occaSionally are featured at AAHA affairs, 


The South Central Freedom of the Press Committee, 
CP of Illinois, also participates in formulating the policies 
of AAHA,

On October 22, 1970 CG T-1, who has furnished 


reliable information in the past, monitored the radio 
station We program "Hot Line" on which the guests were 
Christine‘Johnson and Thomas Curtis. Johnson identified 


herself as being the Director of the African-American 
Heritage Association of Chicago and the founder of the 
newly organized Angela Davis Defense Committee. Johnson 
stated that she resides at 4349 South Martin Luther King 
Drive, Chicago. Thomas Curtis, 6107 South Dorchester, 
Chicago, stated that he was a University of Chicago 
graduate student in Political Science. 


Johnson stated that she recently travelled to 
the Middle East as part of a group of journalists from 
the Chicago area. She stated that all of the journalists 
were relatively unknown and that Thomas Curtis was part 
of the group. Johnson stated that the group went to the 
Middle East because they knew the American press was con- 
trolled by Jews and therefore, distorts all news from 
the Middle East in Israel's behalf. Johnson advised that 
members of the group were not allowed to take photo- 
graphs because of the wish of most guerrilla fighters 
and sympathizers to remain anonymous. Johnson further 
stated that she arrived in the Middle East on August 25, 1970 
while the others arrived the following weekend. She 
stated that she had been to the Middle East on prior 
occasions during 1969 when she stayed for about three weeks.

On this occasion Johnson remained in the Middle East 
visiting Arab countries, including Palestine refugee 
camps, for about sixteen days. Thomas Curtis and 
other members of the group remained in the Middle East 
for about four weeks, according to Johnson. 


Johnson stated that at one point early in the 
trip, some members of the grow were detained overnight 
in Jordan because it was felt they did not have proper 
travel documents. They were released after one day, 
however, with the apologies of guerrilla representatives. 
According to Johnson the place of their detention in 
Jordan was near the landing strip used by the three 
hijacked airliners which were subsequently destroyed by 
the guerrillas. 


Johnson and Curtis both stated during the 
course of the program that they observed guerrillas 
training in Palestine refugee camps. They stated that 
some of the trainees were boys only eight or nine years 
old. At.one camp several members of the group: met 
Doctor George Habash, leader of the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine (PFLP), the guerrilla or- 
ganization which claimed responsibility for the hijacking 
of the three airliners. Johnson stated that Habash 
had been in North Korea just prior to the airplane 
hijackings and had immediately returned after learning 
of the hijackings. Neither Johnson nor Curtis mentioned 
by name any of the other guerrilla leaders they met. 


Curtis spoke regarding the conditions of the 
refugee camps where diseaseand unemployment are rampant. 
At the camps, Curtis and Johnson visited several hospitals 
containing guerrillas who had been wounded.

total destruction of Israel. Rather, these guerrillas 
seemed willing to share a socialist state with Israel 
in order to bring peace to the Middle East. 


Curtis stated that he had never been to the 
Middle East before and that he had remained there about 
four weeks on this occasion. He had no immediate plans 
to return to the Middle East although he would welcome 
the opportunity again to make such a trip at some future 
date. Johnson stated she also has no plans in the near 
future to return to the Middle East. 


- At the conclusion of the program Johnson 
stated that she had just founded the Angela Davis Defense 
Committee which would solicit public funds in sympathy 
on behalf of Angela Davis. Angela Davis is a black 
female, former fugitive arrested by the FBI in New York 
City. Johnson requested that donations toward this end 
be sent to 6107 South Dorchester, care of Thomas Curtis. 
Johnson further stated the Committee would issue a public 
statement on or about October 30, 1970 in order to fully 
define their goals and solicit widespread participation 
Johnson made a short statement asserting that Angela 
Davis was the victim of a police frame~up. 


Curtis stated in conclusion that both he and 
Johnson were available to speak to groups in the midwest 
regarding the truth about the Middle East, based on their 
travels.
